The new Holy Trinity Episco- 
pal church replaced it as a sanc- 
tuary in 1951 but the little old 
chapel has remained in use ever 
since, serving at times as quar- 
ters for Episcopal church’s Sun- 
day school slasses. 

Only older churches to be ‘built 
here were Church of the Nativity, 
built in 1873 and the old Menlo 
Park Presbyterian church, built 
in 1874 and razed in 1951.
